A Horrible Record of Crine. 


Th« New York Society {or th» Pwrrea- 


tion of Cruelty to Cauldron, in it» IM! 
annual report, gives somt Harrowing de- 
tails of the condition in which many 
children were found during the year. 
The following are »few specimens taken 
from the report: 


A little gill but four jean old WM 


rescued from • saloon-keeper who wa» 
selling to her a bottle of ram, and the 
precocious little toper WM placed in • 
home {or children. 
„ 


Thomas Smith, father of a little boy 


fifteen years old, was arrested by the 
Society, fined and imprisoned for com- 
pelling his son to be a contestant in a 
walking-match at the American Insti- 
tute Building, where one hundred miles 
were made in twenty-four hours, and 
where the little fellow fainted long be- 
fore the task could be completed. 


At No. 835 Eleventh avenue, officers 


of the Society found Michael and Alice 
McKendra both drunk and surrounded 
by three children. The rooms they oc- 
cupied were reeking with dirt, vermin 
and horrible stenches. The only article 
of furniture was a mattress spread upon 
the floor. The children, aged six years, 
two and a half years and six months, 
were wallowing in vomits and excre- 
ments, and were all starving. The little 
child o! two and a half years waft totally 
blind. The baby shortly died, the other 
two were cared for in public institutions, 
and the unnatural parents were sent six 
months to the Penitentiary. 


The Society rescued a fittte girl only 


eight vears old, whom a man named 
Oeo. Walker was in the act of abducting. 
The girl was restored to her parents, and 
the kidnapper punished. 


Four children, Mamie, John, William 


and James, aged respectively thirteen, 
ten, seven and BIX years, were rescued 
from their parents, Thomas and Cathe- 
rine Wilson, who occupied a but in » 
New York locality known as "Hell's 
Kitchen," and who have since been sent 
to the Penitentiary for highway robbery. 
The interior of the hut was a counter- 
part of old Fagin's quarters, and the 
children were being subjected to the 
same training that young Oliver re- 
ceived. They were sent to the New 
York Catholic Protectory. 


John, Rosa and Peter, all under seven 


years of age, were taken from their 
parents, Patrick and Maria Boylan, at 
353 Weat Fiftieth street, and were com- 
fortably housed in an Asylum. They 
were all naked and were found crouch- 
ing in a corner to escape the blows of 
their father and mother, both of whom 
were in a beastly state of intoxication. 
Patrick and Maria were committed. Nu- 
merous other cases are detailed in the 
report. One where a little girl only 
nine nine years of age was rescued from 
a man who had attempted to outrage 
her; another in which a little girl was 
delivered from a father attempting an 
unnatural crime, and still another in 
which was saved a little motherless boy 
named Husiey, compelled by his father 
to sleep through December in an open 
cellar on Twentieth 
street, where 


his ears and hands were frozen, and 
where he was frequently bitten by the 
rats. It is of little consequence in whose 
name the Society does this humane 
work. It is of little consequence what 
the motive that prompts it. So long as 
the hungry are fed, the naked clothed, 
and those who perpetrate the inhuman- 
ity are punished, so long ought the Hu- 
mane Society to be encouraged and sus- 
tained 


A Soldier's Daughter. 


Indianapolis has had a romance in 


real life that is a wide departure from 
the ordinary line. During the war a lit- 
tle girl, the daughter of an Indiana 
soldier who fell in battle, was placed in 
a Soldiers' Orphans Home. There ihe 
became the f nend and confidant of the 
daughter of the superintendent, but in 
the course o! time was transferred to an- 
other institution and lost trace of her 
friend and also of her mother. When 
about seventeen years of age she went to 
live with a family, who gave her a pleas- 
ant home. Among the members of the 
family was a young man of good address, 
who fell in love with the girl and the 
end was her disgrace. Leaving her home 
she found her way to the Home for 
Friendless Women,in Indianapolis, and 
was transferred to' the City Hospital, 
where her babe was born. Some weeks 
later, a lady visitor to the hospital 
sprung toward the girl, now an invalid, 
with a cry of recognition. She was the 
old friend and confidant of the Soldiers' 
Home, and through her efforts the 
girl's mother was found and mother and 
daughter united. Then came the lover, 
and they were married. 'A few hours 
after her marriage, the young wife died.

somewhat similar actually do exist, and 
under these civilization is impossible. 
The reason is plain. We have said that 
the people are savages—that is, they are 
motived by those wants only which are 
inseparable from all animal life. They 
are motived by the want to eat and the 
want to reproduce their species. Both 
these they can satisfy with next to no 
labor; at all events, there is no place for 
effort, and thus moat of their life con- 
sists of a painless leisure. Nevertheless, 
they do not employ this leisure in pro- 
ducing luxuries that shall supplement 
their necessaries. Labor is impossible 
to them. They are no more capable of 
producing wealth than they would be 
had they neither hands nor muscles. 
Their island is rich, we will suppose, iu 
coal and in metals; trat they sink no 
shafts, build no furnaces, smelt no iron. 
And why? There is no want to compel 
them to do so. A man who is always 
sure of sufficient to eat, who suffers 
nothing for want of either shelter or 
clothing, who has never seen or heard of 
wealth, or dreamed of the attractions it 
might hold out to him—such a man will 
be incapable of any painful exertion, he 
will be incapable of raising himself, and 
so will a nation of such men. Let us 
suppose, however, that a stranger arrives 
to our Island, who contrives by some 
means or other to possess himself of all 
the bread and of all the legs of mutton, 
and, withdrawing them for a single day, 
makes the people feel the pangs of hun- 
ger. In a single day energy is created. 
The thing that was not, is. Now we 
have arms and hands and intelligence, 
endowed on a sudden with power and ac- 
tivity, and ready to be guided and partly 
informed by the intelligence of him who 
can give or withhold food. Now the 
helpless, indolent, nerveless savage* be- 
come strong, industrious men. They 
have been transfigured and made differ- 
ent beings by this one agency—the 
agency of want, with the prospect of 
having their want satisfied. 
Thus they 


are perfectly pliant to their despot's will 
—the will of the mail who is the irre- 
sponsible dispenser of food. He lets 
them first to one labor, then to another; 
he teaches them venous arts. Metals 
are worked, roads are made, a palace is 
built for him, and filled with furniture 
and all manner of luxuries; his food is 
served upto him in new and delicate ways; 
he is waited upon by a retinue of serv- 
ants. What then has happened to the 
community during this process? It has 
one very rich man in it; all the rest are 
poor. But is it poorer than it was origi- 
nally? In no way. The people origin- 
ally had as much food as they could eat. 
That was their only riches. They have 
as much food now. The only difference 
is that before they receive it they are 
forced to employ the time they once 
wasted.— Malloch, in Contemporary He- 
view.

Young 
FalidB will keep their talons sheathed 
until they have exerted all possible fosm 
with their soft milk-teeth, and a lizard 
will seize the hand which restrains it 
•with its insignificant little jaws when its 
tail or claws might inflict far more in- 
jury. The Boidle never use their con- 
striotive powers in self-defense (unless 
they are gripped), and it seems probable 
that if a venomous snake's fangs lay in 
its tail it would use its teeth first when 
attacked before bringing them into play. 
Indeed, it must be remembered that 
very few animals are provided with ex- 
clusively defensive weapons, and that 
the python's enormous strength in con- 
striction, the viper's poison apparatus 
and the electric discharge of the gym- 
notus are given them primarily for the 
purpose of securing their food.

He is Bound to Swing. 


How he Takes the Situation. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—The unan- 


mons decision of the District Su- 
n-erne Court on the question raised 
>y the defense In the Guiteau case 
will be announced Monday. The 
Post to-morrow will give the follow- 
ing as the points of the decision: 
''The opinion of the court will broad- 
ly sufctain the position taken by the 
District-Attorney, that jurisdiction 
s complete where the fatal blow is 
struck, without regard to the locality 
of tho actual demise. The court 
:ioMs that the bullet fired at the 
President by Guiteau on the 2d of 
July in this city was the cause of 


death and that the trial could 


only have been held in Washington; 
iwt the death of the President in 
New Jersey, except as affected by 
;he local statute, could not change 
:hc jurisdiction. The assassin had 
not been in New Jersey, had com- 
mitted no ofl'onse against New Jersey 
laws, and the mere fact of the vic- 
tim being removed to Elberon to pro- 
long his life or save it, if possible, 
could not be made to affect the char- 
acter of the crime. The court will 
bold, in addition, that there are sev 
eral grounds on which the jurisdic- 
tion as exercised might be maintain- 
ed if it were necessary to decide the 
case. 


1. That this is an United States 


Court, with all po\vers of any Circuit 
Court of the United States. 


2. That this is a judicial district, 


and that, under the provisions of the 
law, when a crime is begun in one 
and completed in another district, 
the offense is complete in either. 


3. That, murder being an offense 


in this .District against the United 
States, the removal of the President 
to New Jersey did not take him be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the Govern- 
ment against whicli the crime wa1 


committed^. 


Considerable anxiety has been ex- 


pressed as to the action of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, il 
being announced that application 
would be made to that body by the 
defendant's counsel for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus. There are now only 
two Justices of that court in the city, 
the court having adjourned for the 
term—Chief Justice Waite and Jus 
tice Miller. The best legal authori- 
ties express doubts whether such a 
writ could be granted by the ful 
court in session, and it is not believec 
that any single Judge will take the 
responsibility on so important a ques 
tion when it is recalled that the couii 
was in session for three months aftei 
sentence of death was passed. I 
may therefore reasonably be con 
eluded that Gniteau will hang as 
sentenced, and that there is no earth 
ly hope for him.,' The Post adds 
"After the delivery of the opinion the 
prisoner will be taken at once to a 
solitary cell in the jail where he is 
now confined and placed under the 
continued guard, better known as 
the 'death watch.' Every action wil 
bo observed up lo the fatal moment, 
and not n word will be permitted to 
l>p spoken to him except by his spir 
itual advisers, or by persons special 
Iv authorized by tho Warden, Gen 
Crocker, who Las entire charge o: 
and responsibility for the assassin 
from this time on until his dead body 
is ieady to be consigned to the doc 
tors foi post mortem examination.''

tlie most eminent medical experts in 
the United States, to put at rest, as 
he believes, forever the question o 
his sanitj.

WASHINGTON, May 21.—Acting un- 


der instructions from higher author- 
ities, Warden Crocker has for the 
last two or three weeks steadily de- 
clined to allow visitors to see the as- 
sassin Guiteau. 
This action has 


been very distasteful to the con- 
demned, as his inordinate vanity re- 
quired to be fed by the crowds which 
were accustomed to flock to the jail. 
Gnitean has lately been very persist- 
ent in endeavoring to have the re- 
strictions removed and visitors ad- 
mitted as of yore, but thus far he has 
been unsuccessful 
The result is 


manifest in his negligence about 
dressing himself, for he is now con- 
tent to lounga about the corridor ar- 
rayed in a red flannel undershirt, 
dark pants, and shoes very much run 
down at the heel, and threatening all 
sorts of vengeance upon the jailors 
and members of the court in bane. 
His anxiety regarding the decision of 
the latter has made him thin and 
nervots, and his health is represent- 
to be failing slightly. Nothing dan- 
gerous is feared which will prevent 
consummation of the sentence, but 
t'he prisoner is nevertheless very 
carefully looked after. His guards 
are of the opinion that be is too 
much of a coward to attempt to make 
away with himself, and his glutton- 
ous propensities are so strong aa to 
preclude the idea of self-starvation. 
Still it is thought advisable to keep 
a close watch on all his movements, 
and at no time, either day or night, 
is he free from surveillance. His 
principal cause of complaint, how- 
ever, is that he is not allowed to sell 
his book and photographs and pock 
et the proceeds, for he has shown 
himself as avaricious as any raiser 
known. He still retains a considera- 
ble sum derived from past sales, and 
he had this made up in a roll, which 
he will not part with for a minute/ 
Even during his exercises in the cor- 
ridor he carries his "bank-roll," ns 
he terms it, in his pantaloons pocket, 
and when all other consolation has 
been denied him he amuses himself 
by counting his money, this act often 
occurring a dozen times a day. His 
usual salutation when he meets War- 
den Crocker is: 


"I won't trouble you much longer, 


Genera], for if the court in bane 
does not aid me, God will; and I am 
ready and willing to answer to Him 
for removing President Garfield." 
This thought to be merely bravado, 
and an assumption of courage utterly 
foreign to his nature, for the hide- 
ous grimace which usually accom- 
panies it would seem to indicate that 
his feeling of co nfidence is only in- 
tended to conceal his real nervous- 
ness regarding his future. 
The de- 


tachment of soldiers who have been 
on duty at the jail since the fatal 2d 
of July are wearying of their task, 
and looking forward with cheerful- 
ness to the completion of it 
The 


only persons allowed to hold conver 
sation with the prisoner are his 
guards and Mr. Chas.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 20.—It
